At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Amoskeag 
Manufacturing  company,  the  largest  cotton 
manufacturing  c  <rj>oration  in  tjie  country, 
at  Manchester.  N.  H.,  SHusatTnffw'as  created 
by* the  stand  taken  bv  Treasurer  T.  Jefferson 
Coolidge  in  presenting  his  annual  report.  Iu 
addition  to  being  treasurer  of  the  Amoskeag 
corajiany,  Mr.  Coolidge  is  president  of  the 
Stark  and  Amory  corporations,  both  large 
concerns.  After  reviewing  the  highly  satis¬ 
factory  year's  work,  Mr.  Coolidge  says: 

“We  ought  to  expect  fairly  profitable  busi¬ 
ness  for  the  next  few  years,  and  were  it  not 
for  the  growth  of  the  free  trade  feeling.  I 
shoukl  have  but  little  anxiety  You  are  well 
aware  tbut  it  is  simply  impossible  to  manu¬ 
facture  colored  goods  and  fine  yarn  without 
protection.  According  to  the  most  exact 
figures,  picker  hands,  carders,  mule  spinners 
ami  weavers  receive  in  this  country  from  40 
to  80  j>er  cent,  more  than  iu  England,  while 
carpenters,  machinists  and  masons  are  paid 
double.  If,  therefore,  the  products  of  Eng¬ 
lish  labor  could  bo  imported  free,  we  should 
have  to  reduce  our  labor  about  o-'S  per  cent. 
It  would  probably  be  impracticable  to  reduce 
wages  sufficiently  to  meet  this  difference.  It 
would  simply  mean  closing  the  mills,  or  run¬ 
ning  them  on  coarse  yarns.  The  yarns ^ re 
already  made  in  as  great  quantities  as  the 
country  can  use,  and  if  all  the  mills  were 
turned  on  to  these  heavy  yarns,  too  many 
would  be  produced  and  most  of  the  cotton 
mills  iu  New  England,  after  a  long  struggle, 
would  have  to  close.
